Chinooks' Edge School division has agreed to purchase the 
Innisfail Provincial building, which is currently leasing in 
order to shore up more space for school division administra¬ 
tion. 

Trustees unanimously approved the decision last Wednes¬ 
day to purchase the building after learning the details of the 
provinces offer. 

The agreement still has to be signed with Alberta Infra¬ 
structure. If the deal is realized the other government depart¬ 
ments operating out of the building would be required to move. 

The school division currently occupies 1,600 metres of the 
2,000 square metre building. 

The Chinook's Edge School Division will purchase the build¬ 
ing for $480,000. 

The building was appraised at $925,000. Chinook's Edge 
was able to seal the deal at the lower price because Alberta 
Infrastructure considered the $465,000 the school division had 
already invested in it. 

Chinook's Edge will pay an additional $20,000 to help pay 
for moving the other government departments out of the build¬ 
ing. 

Chinook’s Edge believes it needs more space in its Division 
office. The decision also allows the Division to establish a 
permanent home. 

"The purchase of the building will give us long term stabil¬ 
ity," said Chinook's Edge Superintendent Jim Gibbons. "It will 
provide good working conditions for our employees and a cen¬ 
tral location for meetings and professional development." 

Gibbons said the school division first approached the prov¬ 
ince about leasing the entire building. That was unacceptable 
on the province's side so Chinook's Edge inquired about pur¬ 
chasing the entire building. 

"They gave it to us at a reasonable price," said Gibbons, 
adding the school division is planning renovations to hold a 
significant number of employees." 

A media release that was handed out to members of the 
press at the meeting stated the school division was fortunate 
that they were able to work out this deal with the province. 

"Where some local governments are considering the con¬ 
struction of new buildings to meet their needs, Chinook's Edge 
finds itself in a fortunate position of having found a more 
cost-efficient solution," stated the document. 

Currently Chinook's Edge pays $1,366.97 per month in leas¬ 
ing the provincial building.

Town sets electricity franchise fee cap at 5 per cent

Town of Didsbury Council¬ 
lors have opened a door that 
may see Town residents pay a 
franchise fee on the electric¬ 
ity they buy. 

Council, in a 5-2 vote at last 
week's council meeting, al¬ 
lowed for up to a five per cent 
fee that would be visible on a 
residents’ bills and would go 
exclusively to the Town of 
Didsbury. 

For the 2002 year, however. 
Council decided not to imple¬ 
ment a franchise fee. 

Councillor Gary Dolha, 
who voted against the five per 
cent cap along with Council¬ 
lor Don Watt, said that by set¬ 
ting a cap another tax could 
be levied against local resi¬ 


dents in the future. 

"We are giving future coun¬ 
cils a tool to apply another 
tax. And then they are going 
to have to pay GST on top of 
that tax. 

"Do we want to add that po¬ 
tential?" 

Council had to make a de¬ 
cision on a cap in order to 
move along the process of 
completing a deal with 
UtiliCorp about the delivery of 
electricity to Didsbury. 
UtiliCorp would handle the 
processing and organization 
of a franchise fee and would 
send the money to the Town. 

"We are the administrators 
of this," said Dwayne Mack on 
behalf of UtiliCorp at the 
meeting. 

"We are indifferent on 
whether municipalities 


choose to have this or not." 

Mack said often when he 
attended municipal meetings 
he is asked what others were 
doing in the way of franchise 
fees. 

He said the highest cap he 
has seen is 25 per cent and 
the lowest is a zero per cent 
cap. 

Mack said the municipali¬ 
ties that implemented a zero 
per cent franchise fee cap did 
so to assure their taxpayers 
there would be no new tax 
over the terms of the agree¬ 
ment. 

The Town of Didsbury will 
have the power to change the 
franchise fee rate on an an¬ 
nual basis. 

Town CAO Evan Parlia¬ 
ment said the Town already 
collects a franchise fee on

natural gas that is sold 
through ATCO. He said the 
amount of money that the fee 
brought to the Town was sig¬ 
nificant. 

"From an administration 
point of view it gives us a siz¬ 
able cheque," said Parliament 
who said that when a new sub¬ 
division is established the 
Town pays some for the costs 
associated with bringing elec¬ 
tricity to the area. 

"It already costs to bring 
electricity to a subdivision. It 
depends on how you look at 
the issue." 

Parliament explained to 
Council they could impose a 
franchise fee and put the 
money in a special reserve 
that would pay for appropri¬ 
ate issues. 

"I wouldn't recommend col¬ 


lecting a franchise fee for a 
new arena or Zamboni," he 
said. 

Dolha asked why the con¬ 
tract being discussed with the 
municipality had to be a ten- 
year agreement. 

Mack answered that 
UtiliCorp was seeking a 20 
year deal while the AMUA, 
which regulates the monopoly 
company, was seeking a five 
year agreement. 

He said utilicorp needed a 
term long enough that it 
would make a positive impact 
on the company's credit rat¬ 
ing. 

In addition to setting a cap 
for franchise fees at the Aug. 
29 meeting, Town Council 
also passed first reading of 
the necessary bylaw that ac¬ 
companies the deal. 


Sunil re man jailed lor posessing illegal push dagger knife 


A 21-year-old Sundre-area 
man arrested with a multi¬ 
blade push dagger knife has 
been jailed. 

The accused pleaded guilty 
in Didsbury provincial court 
on Monday to a charge of pos¬ 
session of prohibited weapon 
and taking a motor vehicle 
without the owners consent. 

The knife was found dur¬ 
ing a routine police checkstop 
in July, court heard. 

The weapon was purchased 
sometime earlier at a store in 
Calgary, duty counsel Brian 
Forested told Judge D. Crowe. 

In Oct. 2000 the accused 
and another man were found 
in possession of a motorcycle 
taken earlier from an area 
residence. 

The Crown and defence sug¬ 
gested the accused receive 
fines totalling $1,300. How¬ 
ever, Judge Crowe said that 
sentence was not severe 
enough for the crimes. 

"It appears to me it's time 
for this man to go to jail," said 
Crowe. "I find that the sen¬ 
tence proposed does not meet 
the needs of justice. You bet¬ 
ter smarten up young man 
You have reached the end of 
the road." 

The judge ordered Bradley 
Morency, 21, jailed for two 
months, and prohibited him 
from possession of weapons 
for one year. 

Boy refused to obey

24-hour period, has been or¬ 
dered to complete community 
service hours.

Curling 
club and 
Town 
arrive at 
rental 
agreement 

Curling club will 
pay $5,000 a 
month

After months of negotiating, 
the Town of Didsbury and the 
Curling Club have come to a 
deal in the leasing of the curl¬ 
ing arena. 

Town Council voted unani¬ 
mously to accept the deal 
brought to them by the Com¬ 
munity Services Committee, 
which would see the Curling 
Club pav $30,000 for six months 
(Oct. 1 , 2001 to March 31, 
2002 ). 

"With the incoming expenses 
we couldn't afford what they 
were offering," said Stephen 
Luft, president of the Didsbury 
Curling Club, who said that he 
was pleased that a deal had fi¬ 
nally been worked out. 

At its meeting last Wednes¬ 
day, Council approved the 
$5,000 per month rental fee and 
passed a motion that the rental 
fees and approved agreement 
will be reviewed before May 31, 
2002. Council made it clear that 
the curling club was to continue 
to pay for other costs such as 
gas, power, ice maker and cus¬ 
todial services. 

Director of Community Serv¬ 
ices for the Town of Didsbury 
Rhonda Hunter said the Town 
offered $5,200 a month for rent 
and that the curling club 
couldn't afford that amount. The 
club countered at $4,700 but 
that was too low for the Town. 
Eventually both parties agreed 
on the $5,000 figure. 

According to Hunter the 
Town will operate a loss with 
the curling club this season. The 
annual operational costs of the 
Agri-Sportsplex have been pro¬ 
jected to be $38,775 compared 
to the $30,000 total. 

At one point during the ne¬ 
gotiations the Town offered the 
curling club a rebate for their 
power prices, but Hunter said 
that was removed from the ta¬ 
ble when the prices started get¬ 
ting lower. 

Luft said if the two parties 
were unable to come to an 
agreement the Curling Club 
would no longer look after the 
facility in the winter time. 

"If we hadn't accepted the of¬ 
fer the Town would have taken 
over the curling club. 

"It was a long tough negotia¬ 
tion and we are glad we were 
able to come to an agreement."

CHINOOK'S EDGE NOTES 

Concern expressed to local School Board 
about lack of trades people in Alberta 


Provincial Building Purchase: The Board of Chinook’s 
Edge School Division (CESD) approved the purchase of the pro¬ 
vincial building it is currently housed in. It is currently leasing 
space in the provincial building. The purchase price is 480,000. 

Infrastructure Update: Middle School Public Meeting - The 
Board was informed on the progress of the new public middle 
school planned for Innisfail. Alberta Infrastructure has confirmed 
funding for more that $8 million. 

The Board was also told about a public meeting planned to 
collect community input regarding design, location, size, capac¬ 
ity, etc. The meeting will be held on September 12th at 7:00pm, at 
Innisfail High School. 

Skilled Trades-people: A concern was expressed to the Board 
by CESD’s maintenance department, about the lack of skilled 
trades-people currently available in the province. Because the 


Alberta Government is investing funding in infrastructure such 
as schools, and health facilities, in a short time period, there is a 
concern that there may be a shortage of skilled trades-people to 
handle such a large demand. 

School Upgrades: There are a number of upgrades to CESD 
schools underway, or that will be shortly underway this year. 
There are also some that are nearing completion. 

Negotiations: There is no update on negotiations with CESD’s 
teachers. The last meeting with them was held in May 2001. 
The next meeting has been set for September 11th. 

New Staff Members: The Board was introduced to nine new 
staff members, including two in new positions. The Lead Math 
Teacher will assist the Division in its math review, and the Li¬ 
brary Coordinator will work with the Division to improve its 
library programming. 


FEDERAL POLITICS 

Thompson says prime ministers comments may 
mean another tax grab from Alberta 


Myron Thompson, Member of Parliament for Wild Rose, warned 
that Jean Chretien's comments last week about Alberta sharing 
its energy revenues may be a prelude to another Liberal energy 
tax grab. 

"Chretien's comments last week stating that Albertans should 
be prepared to redistribute the revenues generated by Alberta oil 
and gas production stirred unpleasant memories of the National 
Energy Program initiated by a previous Liberal government in 
which Chretien was a senior cabinet minister. In attempting to 
do damage control after these statements were made, Chretien 
then promised not to bring forward a new National Energy Pro¬ 
gram or a Carbon tax, but he promised to abolish the GST as 
well, and we all know what became of that commitment," said 
Thompson. 

"In the meantime, with almost no public debate, the Liberals 
have committed Canada to meeting the Kyoto emissions reduc¬ 
tion targets. 

“This could require massive reductions in our energy produc¬ 
tion and industrial activity, and cost the economy billions of dol¬ 
lars, even though our NAFTA partners the United States and 
Mexico are not part of the Kyoto deal. The Liberals may 'claim 
that they are forced to implement a carbon tax in order to meet 


the Kyoto targets," stated Thompson. 

"The Canadian Alliance is concerned about climate change and 
environmental protection, but Kyoto as it is now will result in 
little or no environmental benefit if it simply leads industry to 
shift production to the U.S., Mexico or other countries not bound 
by the treaty. It will clearly be another tax grab from Canadians 
with no environmental gain," said Thompson. 

Last Friday, the leader of the Official Opposition, Stockwell 
Day sent Jean Chretien a letter urging the government not to 
ratify Kyoto without meeting the following conditions: 

- the United States and Mexico also agreeing to be bound by 
the Kyoto protocol; 

- a system of clean-energy export credits, allowing provinces 
to receive credit for exports of clean burning fuels like natural 
gas as an offset against domestic emissions; 

- all affected provinces consent to the Protocol; 

- the Kyoto protocol is submitted to Parliament for ratifica¬ 
tion. 

"If the Prime Minister cannot make these commitments to 
Albertans and Canadians, then his promises not to penalize Al¬ 
berta and other provinces reliant on the energy industry will 
send a very clear message of his intentions," concluded Thompson.

REPORT FROM THE LEGILATURE 


Energy was the priority discussion item for 
Premier Ralph Klein when he traveled to Coeur 
d’ Alene, Idaho to attend the Western Governors' 
Association Annual Meeting from August 12 to 
14. The meeting included fourteen western U.S. 
governors and the Premiers from Alberta, Mani¬ 
toba, British Columbia, Saskatchewan, the Yu¬ 
kon, and the Northwest Territories 

At the meeting, Premier Klein and Governor 
Jim Geringer of Wyoming co-lead a luncheon dis¬ 
cussion on energy, emphasizing the importance 
of cross-border cooperation and communication 
in addressing the challenges of the North Ameri¬ 
can energy market. 

Premier Klein stressed that the meetings were 
an excellent opportunity to build cooperation 
among all jurisdictions in the west. The Alberta 
government should work with its Canadian and 
American counterparts to streamline regulatory 
processes and eliminate unnecessary regulatory 
hurdles to make the continental energy marker 
more efficient. It is crucial to have clear, cross- 
border cooperation, for the kind of changes 
needed 

Western Canadian provinces and U. S. states 
are reliable suppliers of energy to the North 
American market, and have the potential to in¬ 
crease supply substantially. Alberta is a key sup¬ 
plier of oil and gas to the United States, with 
energy exports totaling approximately $32 bil¬ 
lion last year. 

In addition to the energy discussions, the 
governors and premiers discussed cross-border 
issues on animal health, including foot-and- 
mouth disease, as well as trade and transporta¬ 
tion. 

Regulations Governing Future Natural Gas 
Rebates Announced New benchmarks have been 


established under provincial law to ensure Al¬ 
berta natural gas consumers receive support 
when gas prices are unusually high. 

The new regulations announced by Energy 
Minister Murray Smith, are part of the Natural 
Gas Price Protection Act passed by the Legisla¬ 
ture in May. 

Essential elements of the regulations include 
the "Alberta Price" and the "trigger" price Cur¬ 
rently, the Alberta price has been set at $4.77 
per gigajoule (GJ) - the forecast annual average 
reference price in this year's provincial budget. 
The trigger price has been established at $5.50/ 
GJ. That means no rebate will be considered 
unless gas prices spike above that price. If natu¬ 
ral gas prices rise beyond the prescribed level, 
the Minister of Energy may make a recommen¬ 
dation to Cabinet to authorize a rebate. 

The Natural Gas Price Protection Act pro¬ 
vides Albertans with long-term Protection 
against unexpected spikes in the price of natu¬ 
ral gas. The amount of the rebate will be de¬ 
cided on a case-by-case basis, and the rebates 
will automatically end when gas prices fall. 

For all consumers served by ATCO Gas, 
AltaGas Utilities, rural gas co-ops, municipally 
owned utilities and for residential and commer¬ 
cial consumers of EPCOR, rebates will be de¬ 
ducted from the consumer's bill after application 
of the applicable fees and taxes. 

Rebates equivalent to the value of the rebate 
on natural gas will be paid on other substances 
used for heating purposes, such as propane and 
heating oil including diesel fuel and kerosene. 
Those Albertans using other substances for heat¬ 
ing purposes will be required to make an appli¬ 
cation, and payment of the rebates will be made 
to the applicant.

Town Council voted in favour of a five per cent cap on 
franchise fees as part of a deal that is in the works with 
UtiliCorp. Now the Town will not implement a franchise 
fee this year but the door is now open for the next ten 
years for a fee for up to five per cent of a persons gas bill. 
UtiliCorp will manage the process and will send the money 
to the municipalities that decide to charge a franchise fee. 

Some municipalities recognized that this was an unfair 
way to extract even more revenue from their rate-payers 
and set their cap at zero. 

It was said at the last Town meeting that it costs the 
Town money to bring electricity to a new subdivision when 
it goes up so that it is justified to charge the franchise fees 
to cover the costs. The public already covers the costs 
through the taxes they pay. If the Town, in the future adds 
a franchise fee tax to the electricity bills of Didsburians, it 
should be prepared to cut property taxes. Didsburians 
should pay one way or the other but not both ways. 

And to make matters worse, GST is applied to the total 
after the franchise fee is placed on the bill, so you would 
end up paying tax on tax. 

A franchise fee is unfair for those living in Didsbury. Be 
glad that today’s council has decided not to charge you for 
buying electricity. But be wary you don’t get zapped by 
another Council down the road.

Recently Albertans learned 
that the Heritage Savings 
Trust Fund lost 740 million 
dollars last year because the 
provincial government has 
been using it to speculate in 
the equity markets. Sadly, 
market investments, unlike 
business or property invest¬ 
ments, do not leave any hard 
assets behind to minimize the 
losses. Perhaps the Heritage 
Savings Trust Fund could be 
put to better use investing in 
Albertans. 

The Alberta Leverage Party 
has proposed that the provin¬ 
cial government offer mort¬ 
gages without the usual re¬ 
quired down-payment to 
Albertans who have demon¬ 
strated the ability to pay their 


rent and utilities regularly.

cent of County population), 
and Wayne Kiever said a group 
of 20 people have collected 
more than that number. 

"We are well over that 
number hut we are going to let 
it go until the middle of Sep¬ 
tember," he said. 

"We think that under a demo¬ 
cratic society that we the rate¬ 
payer should have a say on how 
our money is being spent." 

The County made the deci¬ 
sion to go ahead with a new- 
building approach at their June 
Council meeting. The vote to go 
ahead with the new building 
was approved in a 4-3 vote. 

Councillors Pat James, 
Sheila Lockrem, Dianne Davies 
and Ben Penner all approved of 
the plans to go ahead with the 
new building, while Councillors 
Dave Derksen, Gerald 
Ingreveld and Reeve Ian Harvie 
wanted to put off the decision 
until more questions could be 


answered. 

According to the County rea¬ 
sons for the new structure had 
to do mostly with addressing 
immediate building needs like 
the roof and electrical system 
upgrades. The mechanical sys¬ 
tem would also have to be re¬ 
placed according to the County. 
The current system only pro¬ 
vides fresh ventilation when the 
fresh air conditioning system is 
on. The County estimates there 
is no fresh air ventilation for 
70 per cent of the year. No air 
quality study has ever been 
conducted however. 

The process to create a dif¬ 
ferent working environment for 
County staff began in February, 
1999 when architects were 
asked to prepare a conceptual 
design of renovations with a 
structural, mechanical and 
electrical evaluation. 

In August of 1999 the archi¬

BACK TO SCI IOOL SNACKS 


Brown bag lunches allow children and parents to be creative 


Now that the kids are back 
in school, it's time to get crea¬ 
tive with those brown-bag 
lunches. 

Kids who carry their own 
lunch not only control what 
they eat. they also save time 
and money by bringing their 
own lunch rather than eating 
out. 

The key is to keep from fall¬ 
ing into a rut when packing 
brown-bag lunches and snacks. 
Variety is the spice of lunch! 

Breads come in so many 


shapes and sizes- loaves, buns, 
muffins, biscuits, pitas, ba¬ 
gels— and grains/flavors: 
white, whole wheat, rye, cinna¬ 
mon, bran, onion and others. 

Fillings for sandwiches are 
limited only by your imagina¬ 
tion and the amount of time 
you wish to spend preparing 
the lunch. 

Possibilities include flaked 
water-packed tuna, chopped 
cooked or raw vegetables, 
chopped cooked lean meat or 
poultry, and many others. 


Fruits and vegetables offer 
delicious taste, color, nutrition, 
and texture variety. For best 
results, keep sliced vegetables 
on ice in a cold-pack container 
until lunchtime. 

Soups, stews, and what- 
have-yous not only make good 
use of last night's supper lefto¬ 
vers but seem like a special treat 
when away from home. 

To keep them hot, use a 
preheated vacuum bottle (fill 
with clean hot water, let stand 
for a minute, empty it, then im¬ 


mediately fill with hot food). 

Consider adding any of the 
following to a sandwich: lettuce 
leaves, sliced tomatoes, alfalfa 
sprouts, diced green pepper, 
shredded carrots, or sliced on¬ 
ion. 

Pack these additions sepa¬ 
rately so they don't make the 
sandwich soggy. 

Cold foods can add even more 
interest to lunchtime fare. 
These include low-fat yogurt, 
cottage cheese, fresh fruit, 
salad made with rice or tuna 


or vegetables, and pasta salad. 
Use a vacuum bottle for cold 
foods, or add an ice pack or fro¬ 
zen gel pack to the lunch con¬ 
tainer. 

Smart brown-baggers also 
help themselves to health when 
hunger strikes between meals. 
That's easy if their lunch bag 
includes snacks like these: 
graham crackers, ginger snaps, 
or pretzels, crisp breads, plain 
popcorn, small slices of low-fat 
cheese, grapes, apples or cher- 
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QUESTION: My little girl, Tara, is sometimes sugar- 
sweet and other times she is unbearably irritating. How 
can I get her out of a bad mood when she has not really 
done anything to deserve punishment? 

DR. DOBSON: I would suggest that you take her in 
your arms and talk to her in this manner: “I don’t know 
whether you’ve noticed it or not, Tara, but you have two 
personalities. A personality is a way of acting and talk¬ 
ing and behaving. 

One of your personalities is sweet and loving. No one 
could possibly be more lovable and happy when this per¬ 
sonality is in control. It likes to work and looks for ways 
to make the rest of the family happy. But all you have to 
do is press a little red button, ‘ding,’ and out comes an¬ 
other personality. 

It is cranky and noisy and silly. It wants to fight with 
your brother and disobey your mom. It gets up grouchy 
in the morning and complains all day. “Now Tara, I know 
that you can press the button for the neat personality or 
you can call up the unpleasant one. Sometimes you need 
help to make you want to press the right button. That’s 
where I come in. 

If you keep on pressing the wrong button, like you 
have been today, then I’m going to make you uncomfort¬ 
able one way or the other. I’m tired of the cranky charac¬ 
ter, and I want to see the grinny one. Can we make a 
deal?” When discipline becomes a game, as in a conversa¬ 
tion such as this, then you’ve achieved your purpose with¬ 
out conflict and animosity. 

QUESTION: Many of our friends have begun to home- 
school their children with seemingly positive results. My 
wife and I are considering this possibility as well, but 
aren’t quite sure. What are your views on this educa¬ 
tional option? What would you do in my shoes? 

DR. DOBSON: This is a subject on which my mind 
has changed dramatically over the years. There was a 
time when I subscribed wholeheartedly to the notion that 
early formal childhood education was vital to the child’s 
intellectual well-being. That was widely believed in the 
'60s and '70s. 

I no longer accept that idea and favor keeping kids 
with their parents for a longer time. Dr. Raymond Moore, 
author of “School Can Wait” and an early leader of the 
home-schooling movement, had a great influence on me 
in this regard. 

The research now validates the wisdom of keeping boys 
and girls in a protected environment until they have 
achieved a greater degree of maturity. Not only do they 
benefit emotionally from that delay, but they typically 
make better progress academically. 

That’s why home-schooled individuals often gain en¬ 
trance to the most prestigious universities and colleges 
in the country. What their parents can teach young chil¬ 
dren in informal one-on-one interactions surpasses what 
their little minds can absorb sitting among 25 age mates 
in a classroom. 

You asked what I would do in your shoes? If Shirley 
and I were raising our children again, we would home- 
school them at least for the first few years. 

QUESTION: Would you speak to the impact of what 
has been called “the absentee father” — especially dur¬ 
ing the tougher years of adolescence? 

I)R. DOBSON: It is stating the obvious, I suppose, to 
say that fathers are desperately needed at home during 
the teen years. In their absence, mothers are left to han¬ 
dle disciplinary problems alone. 

This is occurring in millions of families headed by sin¬ 
gle mothers today, and heaven only knows how difficult 
their task has become. Not only are they doing a job that 
should have been shouldered by two; they must also deal 
with behavioral problems that fathers are more ideally 
suited to handle. It is generally understood that a man’s 
larger size, deeper voice and masculine demeanor make 
it easier for him to deal with defiance in the younger gen¬ 
eration. Many mothers raise their teen-agers alone and 
do the job with excellence, but it is a challenging assign¬ 
ment.

Waterway Workshop fast 
Approaching 


- Ken Lewis, County of 
Mountain View 

Attention anyone who owns, 
rents, or manages land in the 
County of Mountain View: an 
important workshop is being 
held this Thursday, September 
6th, at 9:00 am at Westerdale 
Hall to discuss the health of 
your streamside property. 

“It may seem like a small 
issue until you realize the im¬ 
portance of the health of these 
riparian areas,” says County of 
Mountain View Watershed Co¬ 
ordinator Ken Lewis. 

“The better the soil is 
around these waterways, the 
more efficient they will be at 
providing healthy forage for 
cattle and other livestock by 
capturing essential nutrients in 
the soil, trapping harmful ele¬ 
ments from entering the water, 
preserving the soil and limiting 


erosion.” 

The Workshop, being hosted 
by the Mountain View Water¬ 
ways Restoration Group and 
funded by Alberta Environmen¬ 
tally Sustainable Agriculture, 
is one of several like it taking 
place this year throughout the 
province. 

“It’s valuable information to 
receive and we are helping to 
provide a resource to people 
who are interested in improv¬ 
ing the return on their land.” 

Apparently, he is not alone 
in his support for the initiative. 
“The Foothills Forage Co-op 
Association is also a valued 
supporter of the project,” says 
Lewis.

Help at the Push of a Button 


Living on your 
own can be enjoy¬ 
able and 

rewarding...but 
what about if you 
have a bad fall, sud¬ 
den illness, an acci¬ 
dent, or are in¬ 
volved in a bur¬ 
glary? In Didsbury, 
the solution is sim¬ 
ply that of ensuring 
access to the Dids¬ 
bury Lifeline Soci¬ 
ety.

Lifeline, explains local Soci¬ 
ety Chairman, Shirley 
Thompson, is a personal re¬ 
sponse system which links in¬ 
dependent home dwellers to a 
24-hour assistance service 
(Emergency Response Unit) at 
the push of a personal help but¬ 
ton worn on a neckchain, wrist 
strap of clip. A Lifeline Com¬ 
municator is connected to the 
client’s telephone line. "It sends 
a automatic call for help when 
the button is activated. From 
there, trained personnel receive 
the call for help and immedi¬ 
ately attempt to make voice 
contact with you. 

If assistance is needed, they 
will contact one of three as¬ 
signed responders (nearby 
friends, neighbors or relatives). 
For more serious situations, an 
ambulance or police may be dis¬ 
patched.” 

For the estimated 45 Lifeline 
users in the Didsbury rural and 
urban area, the Emergency 
Response Unit (ERU) they 
would contact is stationed in 
Olds. “Each button worn by a 
Lifeline user has a 600 metre 
radius, so even if you are out 
working in the backyard and 


sistance, your help 
button will still ac¬ 
tivate the commu¬ 
nicator that's 

hooked up to your 
phone inside your 
home,” says 

Thompson. 

Thompson is 
quick to note that 
seniors - while be¬ 
ing the primary us¬ 
ers of the service - 
are not the only 
group of individuals benefiting 
from Lifeline. “Anyone who 
lives alone can benefit from Life¬ 
line, as well as those who may 
suffer from an ongoing medical 
condition, be disabled, handi¬ 
capped, recovering from an op¬ 
eration, a new mother, or sim¬ 
ply concerned about personal 
safety or security.” 

Despite the many advan¬ 
tages Thompson can site for 
using Lifeline, she admits there 
is a common misconception 
about cell phones or pagers be¬ 
ing equally effective in emer¬ 
gency situations. “What people 
don’t realize is that with a cell 
phone, you have to be able to 
dial 911. but if you are incapaci¬ 
tated by a stroke or serious in¬ 
jury, you may not be able to 
speak, or even dial for that 
matter. With Lifeline, all you 
have to be able to do is push a 
button.” 

Anyone interested in becom¬ 
ing a member of the volunteer- 
based Didsbury Lifeline Society 
can do so by attending the next 
meeting being held Wednesday, 
September 12th at 10:00 am in 
the Town Office. New members 
are welcome. 


Didsbury part of Habitat for Humanity 


Every 40 minutes, 
a house is built 
somewhere in the 
world by workers 
involved with Habi¬ 
tat for Humanity to 
help shelter a family 
in need. Within a 
few short weeks, 

Didsbury could now 
be one of the loca¬ 
tions for such a 
project. 

In fact, once an 
official Steering 
Committee for the “not for 
profit” organization has been 
set, needy residents in and 
around Didsbury, Olds, Sundre 
and Carstairs will be able to 
apply for access to newly con¬ 
structed homes financed inter¬ 
est-free. In return, those cho¬ 
sen for the project must first 
demonstrate the ability to re¬ 


pay the mortgage 
to the organiza¬ 
tion (not a finan¬ 
cial institution) on 
a monthly basis 
and contribute 500 
hours of labor to¬ 
wards the con¬ 
struction of their 
new home. Addi¬ 
tional labor re¬ 
quirements are ful¬ 
filled by the com¬ 
bined forces of lo¬ 
cal tradespeople, 
craftsmen, and dedicated volun¬ 
teers. “It’s a real community 
effort, people coming together 
to provide labor, services, even 
food during the construction 
process of the home,” says 
Didsbury Steering Committee 
Representative, Winnie 
Robertson. Robertson - who 
has volunteered to help the 


needy in third world countries 
herself - says the need for the 
service a Society such as Habi¬ 
tat for Humanity is widespread. 
“We often think of this (kind 
of work) in terms of the big cit¬ 
ies or the third world, but there 
is a genuine need right here at 
home. There are families that 
need a hand up in this world 
and I feel it is only right that 
we take it upon ourselves to 
help...we are so blessed here in 
Canada.” 

The Society is targeting mid- 
September for the completion of 
their member rally for the 
Habitat for Humanity Moun¬ 
tain View Steering Committee. 
After that, ads will be placed in 
local papers informing needy 
local families how they can ap¬ 
ply to the program. Each ap¬ 
plication is assessed on an in¬ 
dividual basis.

Time-outs advocated for Parents too 


How often have you been 
tempted to send your child to 
their room for a “time-out”. 
What many people may not re¬ 
alize is that this tried and true 
parenting technique is equally 
as effective when the tables are 
turned. 

“Everyone needs time to 
unwind,” says Mom’s Time Out 
(& Dad’s too) Coordinator Lee- 
Anne Akiser of the parenting 
group that meets weekly at the 
Redeemer Lutheran Church. 
“Our group offers a good stress 
relief where Moms, Dads, 
Grandparents, even Aunts and 
Uncles, can go for an hour and 
a half and relax.” 

What’s more, while Mom’s 
relaxing and indulging in adult 
conversation, children are be¬ 
ing baby-sat (for the nominal 
fee of $2.00) in the Church gym¬ 
nasium just down the hall. 

“It’s great and it kids love it 
too because of the social bond¬ 


ing they get to do 
and all the running 
around with the 
other kids.” 

While the kids 
are busy playing in 
the gym, some of the 
more adult-focused 
activities occupying 
those in the Fire¬ 
side room. 

“We do a lot of 
crafts - especially in 
the winter time and 
closer to the holi¬ 
days, and help pre¬ 
pare items for Santas Anony¬ 
mous,” explains Akiser. 

“We also periodically book 
guest speakers to come in and 
talk to the group about such 
things as car seat safety, or even 
scrapbooking and once in a 
while we participate in 
parenting video swaps.” 

While stimulating conversa¬ 
tion and interesting activities 


may not be in short¬ 
age, the number of 
male participants is 
often in limited sup¬ 
ply- 

In the nine years 
the Group has been 
in existence, Akiser 
can recall only ever 
having two fathers 
join their ranks. 
“It’s a shame, re¬ 
ally, because we are 
open to having any¬ 
one join - not just 
mothers. 

Grandparents, Aunts, 
Uncles....any caregiver or 
guardian is welcome to sit in 
on our sessions. We really are 
for everyone.” 

Mom’s Time Out (& Dad’s 
too) is offered each Monday at 
10:00 am at Didsbury’s Re¬ 
deemer Lutheran Church in 
the Fireside room. All are wel¬ 
come.

BUSINESS 


Over the past few weeks I’ve 
been doing something that all 
Canadians should do at least 
once: drive across the coun¬ 
try. We started from Calgary 
at the beginning of August 
and as I write this we're in 
Pubnico, a lobster fishing vil¬ 
lage at the south end of Nova 
Scotia. 1 thought that this 
might be a unique opportu¬ 
nity to give you a transconti¬ 
nental crop report: a bird's- 
eye "review" of agriculture 
from west to east. 

As we started the first leg 
of our trip, it was pretty evi¬ 
dent that south-eastern Al¬ 
berta and south-western Sas¬ 
katchewan were at the centre 
of the drought. The surpris¬ 
ing thing is that by Moo.se 
Jaw cereal crops were start¬ 
ing to improve, and by 
Weyburn they looked pretty 
good. South of the border in 
North Dakota, they looked 
great. 

It seemed that the farm¬ 
steads looked more prosper¬ 
ous, the machinery was 
shinier and the pick-ups were 
newer than they were only a 
few kilometres north. I guess 
one explanation is that their 
loan rate and target price sys¬ 
tem has provided a bit more 
protection from depressed 
world grain prices. 

On to Minnesota and Wis¬ 
consin: the corn was tall and 
the weather hot. Agriculture 
is big business here; machin¬ 
ery dealerships and other 
agribusinesses are every¬ 
where. 

In Michigan, farms give 
way to spruce trees, lakes and 
rocks, and it seemed like 
every highway in the state 
was under construction. 

Back across the border 
with a few days to rest and 
recuperate in our nation's 
capital, it was interesting to 
see that niche-marketing and 
“direct-to-consumers” agri¬ 
culture is a major industry

here. Locally-produced fruit, 
vegetables and flowers are 
everywhere: road side stands, 
produce stores and supermar¬ 
kets. Downtown Ottawa's By 
Ward Market is one of the best 
in Canada. It features hun¬ 
dreds of stalls selling Ontario 
and Quebec-grown produce, 
all within five minutes walk 
of the parliament buildings. 

Then it was east past Mon¬ 
treal, along the south shore 
of the St. Laurence River, 
corn, soybeans, dairy and 
hogs seem to be the main en¬ 
terprises here.

their 45 ft, V12 Cat diesel- 
powered versions will set you 
back a cool $700,000. 

And so, as we prepare to 
turn the car around and re¬ 
trace the 5,000 kms back to 
Calgary, my conclusion is 
that problems faced by farm¬ 
ers and their fisherman cous¬ 
ins are pretty much the same 
wherever you go.

HARVEST 

Demand for rye has company buying from proroducers 


There is a demand for rye, and it's right here in 
Alberta. This year, Alberta Distillers Ltd. (ADD has 
gone back to trying to purchase directly from produc¬ 
ers. The company feels that if it can reestablish the 
connection with the farming community, it can con¬ 
vince Alberta farmers that rye is a worthwhile crop to 
grow. 

"The constantly changing business environment re¬ 
quires companies to react appropriately to remain com¬ 
petitive," says Jim Rogerson, director of operations 
with (ADL) "A return to the direct in-house purchas¬ 
ing of our grain requirements matches our corporate 
needs within this new environment. Rebuilding the 
company's relationship with growers can be a win/ 
win environment." 

(ADL) uses Canadian Grain Commission #2 Cana¬ 
dian Western Rye specifications. The company does 
not require a falling number, all they ask for is that 


the grain meet CGC specs and be free of any odours. 
The normal ergot specs of #2 CW rye apply. The com¬ 
pany is not variety specific. 

(ADL) needs over 40,000 tons of grain a year for 
normal production. In lean years, they also use triti- 
cale, a cross bred grain from wheat and rye. The specs 
for triticale, is also a CGC #2 CW triticale. 

The rye whisky making process is quite complex 
and time consuming. The rye grain is first selected 
and received into grain silos. 

It then goes through a process of grinding, cook¬ 
ing, fermentation and distilling. There are many steps 
involved, all playing a role in the conversion of starch 
to sugar to alcohol. Once distilled, the whisky is trans¬ 
ferred to white oak barrels that have been charred on 
the inside for maturing. Aging in wood mellows the 
flavours and provides wood characteristics and col¬ 
our. 


The whisky can remain in the casks, depending on 
the particular brand, from three to 10 years. Once the 
flavour has matured to its peak, the rye whisky is 
bottled. 

Only 20 per cent of the total production is bottled 
in Canada, the rest is sent out in bulk as Canadian 
Whisky to the U.S. and the rest of the world. 

ADL is the only distiller in Western Canada that 
makes most of its whisky out of rye grain. The major¬ 
ity of Canadian rye whisky is generally made from 
corn, a little known fact. ADL was built in the heart¬ 
land of the prairies because of the close proximity to 
abundant rye crops.

ALBERTA CROP REPORT 

Twenty-three per cent of Alberta 
crops have been harvested already 


It was ideal harvest 
weather right across the 
province this past week. 
Overall, 23 percent of this 
year's crop has been har¬ 
vested, up from 10 per¬ 
cent last week and 16 per¬ 
cent a year ago. Combin¬ 
ing is well underway in 
the south but has not yet 
started in the Peace. 
Spotty showers showed 
up in a few places but 
moisture amounted to 
only a few tenths of an 
inch of rain mostly in ar¬ 
eas where combining has 
not yet begun. 

As is the case each 
year, harvest in the south 
is racing ahead. Nearly 
60 percent of the barley 
in the Barons, Fort 
Macleod, Stirling and 
Tempest areas has been 
harvested along with 65 
percent of the spring 
wheat. 

Further east in the 
Bow Island, Foremost, 
Dunmore areas, 60 per¬ 
cent of the wheat and bar¬ 
ley crops are in the bin 
and with any luck, the 
majority of harvest could 
be complete by the week¬ 
end. In the Vulcan area, 
harvesting is moving 
along at a furious pace. 
Over 80 percent of the 
wheat and durum crops 
have been harvested. This 
year's barley crop is al¬ 
most all in the bin as 90 
percent has been com¬ 
bined. In the Calgary 
area, harvest is progress¬ 
ing nicely with over a 
third of the cereal crops 
combined along with 23 
percent of canola and 44 
percent of the pea crop in 
the bin. 

At Legacy Junction, in 
the central region, staff 
report some early barley 
is being combined and 
samples submitted may 
be suitable for malting. 
Farmers are swathing 
canola at a furious pace 
as crops are maturing 
quickly due to hot tem¬ 
peratures. 

Most wheat fields still 
have a touch of green but 
by the weekend, they 


should be ready to be 
swathed. Yield estimates 
have peas ranging from 
40 to 70 bushels per acre 
and early malting barley 
in the 80 to 85 bushel per 
acre range. 

In the Edmonton area, 
staff at the Star elevator 
say recent warm weather 
has rapidly matured most 
crops. However, there is 
quite a bit of second 
growth appearing in 
wheat and barley and 
most of this is either go¬ 
ing to have to be desic¬ 
cated or else swathed and 
left to dry up. About four 


percent of the wheat has 
been harvested and the 
yields so far are average 
to better than average. 
Only four percent of the 
barley and canola crops 
have been harvested to 
date. Further to the east 
in the Vermilion area, 
Agricore staff report har¬ 
vest is further along with 
10 percent of the wheat 
and 15 percent of the bar¬ 
ley in the bin. To the west 
of Edmonton, in the 
Westlock region, staff re¬ 
port that harvest is just 
beginning with one per¬ 
cent of the wheat and 


three percent of the bar¬ 
ley crops combined. 

Harvest has not 
started in a measurable 
way in the Peace region. 
Swathing is beginning 
but little if any combin¬ 
ing has taken place. Two 
tenths of an inch of rain 
fell in the southern part 
of the Peace this past 
week. Warm, dry weather 
is needed now to help 
crops mature and allow 
for combining to begin.

RODEO 


Local rider scores a 94 point ride in rodeo competition

When Cremona bull 
rider,Greg Whitlow, nodded 
his head for Lights Out at the 
Heritage Days Rodeo the 
lights were still shining in 
Strathmore at the end of his 
eight second ride. 

In fact, the rodeo fans were 
standing and saluting an ex¬ 
ceptional bull ride. Whitlow 
covered the little black spin¬ 
ner from the Girletz Broth¬ 
ers Rodeo Stock for a 94- 
point ride besting the 42 
other competitors. 

For Whitlow, trying to 
make his first Canadian Fi¬ 
nals Rodeo this year, the 94- 
point ride was the best of his 
five year professional career 
and is the third highest score 
recorded on the Canadian 
Professional rodeo Associa¬ 
tion circuit. 

Scott Breding had previ¬ 
ously scored a pair of 97’s 
aboard Void’s Sugar Ray at 
the Edmonton Bull Busting 
in 1994 and 1995, while 
former World Champion, 
Cody Snyder, of Medicine 
Hat, rode Northcott’s Confu¬ 
sion for 95 points at the Ca¬ 
nadian Finals Rodeo in 1983. 

His efforts aboard Lights 
Out earned Whitlow a cheque 
for $5,528 which moved him 
into 7th place in the CPRA 
standings with $15,328 in 
winnings. 

With seasonal earnings of 
$38,650 on the Jack Daniel’s 
Professional Cowboys’ Rodeo 
Association, Whitlow is in 
18th spot in World 


Standings, just three spots 
from qualifying for the Na¬ 
tional Finals Rodeo being 
held in Las Vegas, Nevada, 
from Dec. 7-16, 2001. 

Meanwhile, the top ten 
positions in each event in the 
CPRA standings head to the 
Canadian Finals Rodeo at the 
Sky Reach Centre in Edmon¬ 
ton from Nov. 7-11, 2001. 

At the commencement of 
the rodeo season, Whitlow, 
who lost his left eye at a ro¬ 
deo in Tucson, Arizona, in 
April 1999, vowed to make it 
to the CFR and hopefully 
qualify for the NFR. 

Currently, it appears he 
will qualify for the CFR and 
if he can get on a roll at re¬ 
maining rodeos in Canada 
and across the line, he could 
make a trip to the “City of 
Bright Lights” at the end of 
the year. 

So far in his career. Whit¬ 
low has never been a player 
in post season competition, 
this year definitely could be 
different. 

Defending CPRA bull rid¬ 


ing champion, Rob Bell, of 
Water Valley, leads the Jack 
Daniel’s world Standings 
with earnings of $68,177 and 
is heading for the chutes of 
Las Vegas for a second con¬ 
secutive trip. Last year, Bell 
qualified for the NFR in the 
final rodeo of the season and 
placed 7th in the NFR. 

Another Water Valley cow¬ 
boy, Glen O’Neill, the 2000 
CPRA saddle bronc cham¬ 
pion, sits second in World 
Standings with earnings of 
$105,445 and currently leads 
the CPRA parade of saddle 
bronc riders with over 
$40,000 in earnings. 

After missing a year of ac¬ 
tion, Big Valley bull rider, 
Kelly Armstrong, is trying to 
return to the CFR and is in 
a good position currently sit¬ 
ting in 8th place pocketing 
$14,144. 

In recent rodeos, the way 
Cochrane bull rider, Beau 
McArthur, is taming bulls 
one would tend to believe he 
is a seasoned veteran. The 
CPRA season leader in rookie 


standings has moved into 4th 
spot on the CPRA bull rid¬ 
ing leader board after win¬ 
ning rodeos in Olds, Dawson 
Creek and placing at 
Cranbrook. 

With just three rodeos 
scheduled in September on 


the CPRA circuit in Lacombe, 
Hanna and McCord, competi¬ 
tors challenging for the tenth 
and final qualifying position 
will be rodeoing exception¬ 
ally hard to make it to the 
Canadian finale.
